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SERIOUS CHARGES 


Cited as an example of divided resposibility be- 
pween politicians and military commanders »%n the 
coast, writer of a series of articles on the subject, 
states as follows: 

“If a patrol plane spots a Jap bombng squad- 
ron flying over an inland town it must reguest a 
senior officer a its base to notify the attorney- 
f.imeray’sdepartment to inform the chief of police jn 
ithe town to reguest the mayor o sound an airraid 
alarm, 

The writer admits that he makes serious charges, 
but that they are true. Certainly unless there is 
truth in the statements they would not get by the 
well known and responsible editor of the Vancouver 
Sun, in which the series is appearing. 

Rumors are rampant of waste, dupleation and 
inefficiency everywhtre in our war effort in this 
country. 

Gas rationing which became effective April Ist, 
will hamper many activities, and slow down civilian 
anterprise to a serious extent. None will object to 
taking losses and putting up with delays and in- 
‘convenience, if the gas so conserved is put to useful 
war effort. But there are those who claim to be 
in a position to know who allege that consumption of 
gasoline by he armed forces is greatly beyond what 
it need be for the reason that efficiency is lacking) 
Be that as it may, the casual visitor to Vancouver 
is struck by the number of empty army vehicles 
on the streets which appear to be going no where jn 
particular. Rarely is there ever anything in the truck 
except an extra man sitting beside the driver. 

If charges of incompetence, inefficiency, divided 
mesposibility and waste have na basis in fact, then 
it should be somebody's job to clear the air. On the 
other hand if there is any ground for the statements, 
then it is equally the responsibility of the country’s 
war leaders to do a thorough spring cleaning job. 


JUST LOAFING ALONG 


We are on the verge of our most beautiful and most 
prévoking season. Already one heats people admit- 
\ting to this spring feevr with the plea “don't feel like 
work, don’t feel like moving.” They talkrapturiously 
of sitting on the sunny side of the house, just sitting, 
except to move round with the sun, like the family 
dog. 

This of course is just the way you feel, What you 
actually do is something entirely different. Spring is 
the season when the air invites laziness, and human 
needs demand action. So while your whole soul cries 
out for the sunny side of the house, and just loafing,- 
your steps speed up with the mpending seeding and 
planting. Your stock is comng on. There is pough- 
ing and cultivating ahead. There are machines to be 
restored, gardens to be dug, flowers to be planted. 
Th high sun exposes disorder in yards, abrns and 
houses. Housecleaning, with all its attendant groans 
and achievement is threatening. 

Now if the rush season could) only be shifted to 
winter, how much more sensible it would be. People 
need a lot of vigorous exercise in jwinter, so they 
have to get it in such non-productive ways as curling 
and skating. Come spring when they should be rest- 
ing and savoring the re-awakening of nature, and 
thinking beautiful thoughts, their minds are full of 
wheat acreage and fertilizer and what to plant where. 

Spring is the time when you have to. do most, of 
what you don’t want to do at all. But when you start 
facing the facts of life, most of the world is being 
forced to do what it doesn’t want to do, and under 
conditions far different from those in which we move 
and have our being.
